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The biggest athletic news to 
come out of the Northern Cali- 
fornia Junior College Conference 
for quite some time was the an- 
nouncement of definite league di- 
vision. News of this change was 
relayed to us by Coach Ed Ad- 
ams who attended last week’s 
conference meeting which was 
held at Santa Rosa. 

Acting under the appointment 
of Paul Mohr, N.C.J.C.C. com- 
missioner, Coach Adams recently 
concluded a survey of -all con- 
ference athletic heads in which 
he inquired as to their opinions 
on a revision of the present 
league set-up. 

Almost to a man, the coaches 
and athletic directors were in fa- 
vor of a change of some kind. 
This feeling was carried to the 
Santa Rosa conference and after 
a brief discussion a plan was ap- 
proved in which the N.C.J.C. will 
be divided into northern and 
southern divisions. This change 
will apply to all sports and will 
take effect starting with the 1949 
basketball season. 

The eight teams that will make 
up the northern division include 
Sacramento, Yuba, Grant, Val- 
lejo, Placer, Napa, Marin, and 
Santa Rosa. At present the south- 
ern branch includes only seven 
schools but it is hoped that an 
eighth member can be added in 
the near future. Those included 
in the southern loop are: Stock- 
ton, Monterey, Modesto, Menlo, 
San Mateo, San Francisco, and 
Hartnell. 

When one stops to consider the 
present league layout, it is easy 
to see where the new set-up will 
offer numerous improvements. 
The manner in which the confer- 
ence. has operated in the past was 
a big headache for everybody 
‘concerned. Each sport had its 
own distinct léague and as a re- 
sult half the players involved 
were in doubt as to who were 
conference opponents and who 
weren’t. 

Another person who suffered 
from the former set-up was the 
fan who tried to follow his team 
in the conference standings. After 
a fruitless effort, most followers 
gave up their attempt as a bad 
venture. Consequently, league in- 
terest was practically nil. 

The new league arrangement
